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The Case of This Dying World 


What has become of the preachers who 
only a short time ago declared we were 
on the threshold of the millennium, would 
be interesting to learn. A sermon by a 
fair-weather prophet of a few years ago 
optimistically recounted the passing of 
the evils of earth, among which he listed 
war, so certain was he that the bloody 
monster would never again show his hide- 
ous form. The outlook was bright, he 
thought, for a thousand years of peace on 
earth. What a delusion to suppose lasting 
peace can ever come to a world in which 
Satan, like a raging lion, roams freely! 


That the world is sick at the present 
time with an ailment more serious than 
casual “growing pains,” no one doubts. 
Instead of growing gradually better and 
better, as the optimists claimed, the pa- 
tient has suffered a telling relapse, from 
which the intelligentsia are fearful civ- 
ilization may never recover. The case has 
been thoroughly diagnosed by able econo- 
mists, some of whose prognosis are any- 
thing but encouraging. Says Harry Elmer 
Barnes in “Society in Transition,” (pub- 
lished before the outbreak of the present 
war), “We are poised between Utopia and 
chaos and will move into one or the other 
fairly soon.” We wonder which, but are 
certain it is not the former. 


Quacks, unnumbered, have given their 
attention to the patient without reserve 
and their conflicting panaceas have been 
confidentially prescribed. Prescriptions 
vary from isolation and non-resistant 
warfare to proposals of a world dictator- 
ship. 

One of the popular cures that receives 
considerable support is the “Social Gos- 
pel,” in which the case receives treatment 
from the mass standpoint. It advocates 
better homes, better schools and hospitals, 
more parks and playgrounds. All of these 
improvements will bless humanity, but 
do not get at the cause of the malady. 
Environment cannot be blamed for all 
the ills of earth, as is claimed by advocates 
of this group. There were no slums, no 
crowded streets, and no demand for hos- 
pitalization when this disease broke out 
in Eden. We know this prescription, 
therefore, will be ineffective. It treats 
the symptoms rather than the cause. 


Education is recommended as a perfect 
cure by another group. It is believed that 
when the world is educated out of its 
superstition, the problem will be solved, 
that wars will cease, diseases, pestilences, 
scourges and calamities will then be under 
control. But the process is long and grad- 
uating day far distant. In the meantime 
the world is in possession of ways and 
means of destroying itself before the dawn 
of the perfect day. Even now we are

hopelessly informed that the present war 
has retarded our progress one hundred 


fifty years. Thus, if education is the 
only hope of the world, the present gen- 
eration is in certain despair. Note that 
the great powers of destruction—all the 
abominations of war—are in the hands 
of the most educated of the day. Sadly 
enough, education, on the increase for 
many years, has not given a very good 
account of its power to make the world 
better. Notice the following excerpts 
from a speech by J. Edgar Hoover (de- 
livered at Pittsburgh in 1937): 


“We are indeed at a crisis in the matter 
of crime. The question arises whether 
society shall control the criminals, or 
whether the criminals shail control so- 
ciety.” * * * “Crime is not lessening; it 
is distinctly increasing.” * * * “The true 
proportions of the octopus of the under- 
world were portrayed with the shocking 
realization that every twenty-four sec- 
onds throughout the day and night, week 
after week, and month after month, un- 
remittingly someone was being robbed, 
someone was being assaulted, someone was 
being plundered or attacked, or murdered; 
and that there was a death by criminal 
violence in the United States every forty 
minutes.” 


In spite of all our efforts to effect a 
cure, the world is now experiencing its 
most violent convulsion. We should know 
by now that sociology, education, legisla- 
tion, or any other proposition of man, 
however commendable, will never rid the 
world of war, bloodshed, crime and dis- 
ease. The cause is too deep rooted. The 
world will never be safe as long as hate, 


greed and lust foment and fester in the 
hearts of men. 

Our patient, however, has not been 
without the care of an able physician. 
Two thousand years ago the great Phy- 
sician came, although uninvited, exam- 
ined the case and provided healing balm. 
His all-seeing eye discerned that the cause 
was one of the individual, and recom- 
mended that it be treated locally. ‘For 
from within, out of the heart of men pro- 
ceed evil thoughts, adulteries, fornica- 
tions, murders, thefts, covetousness, 
wickedness, decet, lasciviousness, an evil 
eye, blasphemy, pride, foolishness. All 
these things come from within, and defile 
the man.” Mark 7:21-23. Many have re- 
fused His treatment, “But as many as re- 
ceived him to them gave he power to be- 
come the sons of God.” John 1:12. They 
were healed. 

In an article in the Reader’s Digest, 
“Why I Don’t Go to Church,” Channing 
Pollock suggests, “The need is for tun- 
damental and universal truths, expressed 
in the new terms of each generation.” It 
is of the fundamentals however that he 
complains. Regardless of the “new terms,” 
it is fundamentally true that something 
is wrong in the world. That something is 
in the heart of man and is sin. The uni- 
versal fundamental is the problem of the 
individual soul and its relationship with 
God and is the same in every generation. 
A soul out of harmony with God needs 
the message of the Great Physician as 
truly today as they of the time of Christ 
needed it. He provides for a universal 
cure, but the cure is optional and open to 
“whosoever will.” 

Jesus gave out no optimistic hopes for 
the world at large. Like many sick people 
today who ignore the physician’s orders, 
the world has always set Him aside tor 
the glamorous ideals of “blind leaders.” 
The world was not converted by His 
preaching. They paid their respect to Him 
at Calvary by crucifying Him between 
thieves. But before He died He said 
of those who had accepted Him and His 
salvation, “They are not of the world.” 
In His famous prayer of John 17, He 
said, “I pray not for the world.” The 
world and the world order is doomed. 

Contrary to the fair prophecies of the 
day, He gave no indication that the world 
should ever recover from its deadly mal- 
ady. Men should not be condemned for 
attempting to improve the conditions of 
a world so troubled as ours. Our only 
censure is that they nobly attempt to 
redeem the social order without redeeming 
souls from sin. Certain disappointment 
awaits all who make this colossal blunder. 
Did not the Master say, “Iniquity shall 
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IN the past few years when so many things 
out of the ordinary have been happening all 
over the world, there has been a special revival of pseudo 
prophets with fanatical prophetical interpretations relative to 
the antichrist, who he is, when he shall appear, and also identi- 
fying his reign with many of the 
things which have been happen- 
ing in the political world. The 
question immediately arises, Does 
this show that those who are so 
busily engaged with such inter- 
pretations are close to God, or 
that they have a special under- 
standing above others, or that 
their scholarship is superior to 
their fellows? If we were asked to 
analyze and give answers to these 
questions, we would certainly be 
glad to do so on this wise:

There is a great difference in 
the Old Testament administration 
and the New Testament. In the 
Old Testament God talked to 
Israel as a kingdom and in dealing 
with her it became necessary that 
His words relative to her future 
should be explained in the light of 
what other kingdoms also wou!d 
do. Therefore the prophecy which 
affected not only individual life but also national life for ages 
to come was uttered with the final climax of Israel’s reign dur- 
ing the millennium. This be'ng true, it was necessary that the 
Old Testament prophet should be a foreteller, picturing out 
that which was to befall Israel as a nation, and of her final ac- 
ceptance by the Lord in the end, after her time of great trouble. 
The New Testament prophet was not designated as a foreteller 
but rather as a forthteller for after Jesus had come to His own 
(the Jews) and they received Him not, His disciples who had 
so faithfully followed Him were commissioned to “Go ye 
therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: teaching 
them to observe all things whatsoever I have commanded you.” 
Matt. 28:19, 20. 

The words which Jesus had commanded them is clearly dis- 
closed in His commission in Mark 16:15, “And he said unto 
them, Go ye into all the world, and preach the gospel to every

creature.” Thus are we made to understand that the commis- 
sion of Jesus was to preach a salvation to every individual for 
the verses following thoroughly explain that this gospel is the 
gospel of salvation, so the New Testament prophet becomes a 
forthteller, a declarer of the gospel of the Son of God which 
Paul declares is the power of God unto salvation to every one 
who believes it. The Old Testament then, dealing with nations 
and kings by way of prophecy, did not give the names of those 
kings and particularly the one who is styled as the antichrist 
which was to reign in the latter days, though it could have been 
done by the same God who knew that these things would tran- 
spire and certainly knew the personalities that would have 
charge of them. But it seems to have been unimportant, at least 
not of enough importance that God gave them, so why should 
men pry into those things, applying and misapplying scriptures 
to enthrone Hitler, Stalin, or Mussolini as the antichrist? 

The Word of God is true and the Word of God will come to 
pass and God’s will in us should be our concern. The student of 
prophecy can better display his knowledge by knowing when a 
thing comes to pass what it is than by making prophetical ut- 
terances as to what will come to pass. It was this qualification 
that distinguished Peter as a student of prophecy. When the 
power of God fell on the day of Pentecost and the people were 
baptized in the Holy Ghost, he was able to say, “This is that 
which was written.” It must also be remembered that con- 
stantly Jesus used similar expressions in identifying happenings 
with Biblical prophecy. 

After this war is over and treaties have been signed, there 
may be many of the bright 
prophetical stars of today lacking 
in brilliance or even failing to 
shine altogether. The terrible de- 
feats which have been adminis- 
tered to Italy by Greece and 
Britain have already dimmed the 
brilliance of many of them who 
proclaimed Mussolini as the an- 
tichrist. It is better to be a forth- 
teller than a foreteller and es- 
pecially so if the Spirit of God is 
not backing the utterance. 


Regardless of 
one’s political or 
religious faith, 
there is a great interest in the af- 
fairs of Europe and Asia at this 
present time, and the way the dif- 
ferent nations who are engaged 
in warfare are classed from a 
standpoint of religious history, 
and not only those of the warring 
nations but others who are in all probability to be included in 
the near future. Many of the sacred shrines of religion in Great’ 
Britain have been left in complete ruin but the shrines of re- 
ligion or Christianity in Great Britain do not date back near so 
far as they do in some of the other countries. When one thinks 
of Greece and especially Athens, if he is at all religiously in- 
clined, he thinks of the wonderful discourse delivered by 
Paul the apostle from Mars Hill; he thinks of the conversion 
of Dionysius, the Areopagite, a member of the highest Greek 
tribunal of that day; he thinks of the ruins of Corinth and 
of the old Byzantine ruins of Saloniki. He can’t help but 
think of the wonderful churches which were located in Greece, 
and especially the one to which Paul wrote at Saloniki (or 
Thessalonica as it was then), and then across the Dardanelles in 
that country that is threatened, even Turkey, for Turkey was 
the birthplace and boyhood home of Paul the great apostle.

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Be a Man 


Text, 1 Kings 2:2: “I go the way of all 
the earth: be thou strong therefore, and 
shew thyself a man.” 

These words are the message, in part, 
of the man of God, King David, just be- 
fore he parted this life, unto his son 
Solomon. 

When ‘we look at this subject from a 
scriptural standpoint we find that it 
means much more than a human being, 
and adult male of the human species. 

When God made man, he said, “Let us 
make MAN in our image, after our like- 
ness . . . So God created MAN in his 
own image, in the image of God created 
he him; male and female created he 
them,” Gen. 1:26, 27. 

Thus God made man, a pure man, a 
real godly MAN. But in order for MAN 
to retain his manhood he must live by 
the Word of God. God’s Word is the word 
of life. Jesus said in Matt. 4:4, “It is 
written, MAN shall not live by bread 
alone, but by every word that proceedeth 
out of the mouth of God.” 

When Adam failed to keep the Word 
of God, he fell from his real manhood, 
lost his home in Eden and his life. 

Then God at once began to bring 
about a plan to redeem His creatures 
from the fall, and finally sent another 
MAN, the second MAN Adam, to do 
this great work of redemption. Seeing 
that the first man fell (because he was 
weak, made of the dust of the ground), 
God sent another MAN Adam from 
heaven to redeem fallen humanity, and 
to make it possible for us to be a MAN. 

The difference in these two Adams is 
explained in 1 Cor. 15:47, “The first 
MAN is of the earth, earthy: the second 
MAN is the Lord from heaven.” 

V. 45 reads, “And so it is written, The 
first man Adam was made a living soul; 
the last Adarn was made a quickening 
spirit.” 

The first Adam was weak, made of the 
dust of the ground, and the enemy over- 
came him. The second Adam was the 
Lord from heaven, made a quickening 
spirit. 

The same enemy that tried the first 
Adam also tried this second Adam. But 
thank God, He is the Lord from heaven, 
the Rock that the devil couldn’t break, 
a sure Foundation. Whosoever believeth 
in him shall not be confounded. Matt. 4 
tells just how this second Adam over- 
came the devil, and by so doing made it 
possible for every one of us to overcome 
the devil and be a MAN. 

He said He would give us power to 
cast out devils in His name, and give us 
power to tread on serpents. 

According to the great mass of fallen 
humanity today, we don’t have many 
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who show themselves to be MEN. It 
really means something to be a MAN. 
Look at your example, the second man 
Adam. Behold your King! He is your ex- 
ample in works of righteousness and true 
holiness. 

It is indeed astonishing to see such a 
small number of men today who are real- 
ly serving God. 

Gentlemen, did you ever notice how 
many more of the servants of God we 
have of the female sex than of the men? 
And yet many a husband and father feels 
that he is something great, when in real- 
ity he has only let the devil make a fool 
of him, while his good little wife serves 
and worships God and keeps the church 
work going. 

The Word of God teaches that the hus- 
band is the head of the house. Head? Yes, 
the head of the house, and this means that 
he should take the lead in the service of 
God in the home and in the church. 

Shame on the husband that will laze 
around and serve the devil, while his good 
wife takes the lead, serves God, and keeps 
the fires burning in the church. 

It seems that most men think they are 
wiser than the women, but the Word of 
God says the fear of the Lord is the be- 
ginning of wisdom, so the only way for 
you to be the head is to be a MAN. 

Another pitiful sight to behold, is to 
see a husband, and possibly he’s a church 
member, who desires to be a MAN but 
it happens to him as Paul said, “When I 
would do good evil is present with me,” 
and he is so badly henpecked he just 
can’t do one thing in the church or out 
of it, without her consent. He can’t go 
to church, he can’t bring anyone home 
with him from church, he can’t give any- 
thing in the offering, and just can’t pay 
his tithes at all, except wife says he can 
do so. I have known some husbands to 
work regularly, earn good wages, while 
their companions would lay around the 
pay window all day to take up every cent 
they made as soon as it came into the 
pay office, to keep them from paying 
tithes. A man who will show himself to 
be henpecked in,such a manner, is no 
MAN and never can be, so long as he 
takes the dictations from his companion 
in preference to what GOD says. 

Yes! no doubt Adam loved his wife, 
and she ate the fruit and gave to him, 
and he did eat. We can’t love our wives 
better than we love God. If we do, we 
wll never be a MAN. Samson was a 
MAN until he let his wife come between 
him and his God. King David was a 
MAN after God’s own heart, until he 
fell too much in love with a woman and 
lost his MANHOOD. Solomon, the great 
wise MAN, who got his wisdom in an- 


swer to prayer, had many wives, who 
turned his heart away from the true 
God. 1 Kings 11:2, “ . . . Solomon clave 
unto these in love.” V. 4, “ .. . his 
wives turned away his heart after other 
gods.” 

Ananias, a member of the New Testa- 
ment Church, agreed with his wife to lic 
to the Holy Ghost and to keep back a 
part of the money which was supposed to 
be the Lord’s money. He didn’t only 
lose his MANHOOD but also lost his 
life. 

We need in our ranks today those who 
will put God first in everything, men 
with a determination to obey God, un- 
compromisingly, with a backbone like a 
whale, to face a frowning world, to hold 
up the MAN Christ Jesus. 

May God help every one who desires 
to serve God to be encouraged to leave 
the world, sin, and the devil all behind, 
and to keep our hearts and ears open to 


the word of God, and be a MAN.

py o is being said in these past few 
days concerning the very real and genuine 
hunger of the peoples in those nations 
now conquered by H.tler. Former Pres. 
Herbert Hoover had requested the British 
Government to allow American shipments 
to go to those unfortunate peoples 
through their strict blockades. The re- 
quest was pre-emptorily denied. The Brit- 
ish argument is that any foodstuff 
shipped to the conquered countries is, per 
se, an aid to Hitler. Daily newspapers, the 
radio commentators, news magazines, etc., 
are talking about this very evident prob- 
lem. TIME last week said the following: 
‘Rationing in both occupied and unoccu- 
pied France was already tightened to the 
limit. With his daily food card a French- 
man could buy only half a loaf of bread, 
a chunk of meat the size of a half-dollar, 
a few crumbs of cheese, enough potatoes 
for five slices, if fried (and if he had 
something to fry them in), less than 
enough sugar to sweeten a cup of obtain- 
able coffee, less than enough butter to 
fry an egg (if he could find one). Foods 
on the unrationed list had virtually dis- 
appeared and were obtainable only in 
small quantity by the wealthy. Dietitians 
agree that it takes 3,000 calories a day 
to feed a 150-pound man adequately, 
4,000 if he is a laborer. The victuals al- 
lowed on the ration card provided 950 
calories. Nutrition experts grimly watched 
France lose its health, forecast increases 
of tuberculosis and influenza.” Remem- 
ber the words of Jesus in Matt. 24? He 
said “FAMINE.” Some say it is attribut- 
able to the war. One gives this reason 
and another reason for the present hunger. 
Regardless of the cause, the words of the 
Son of God are true. ““FAMINES!” 

The follow’ng excerpt from a news 
article is very timely: “The arith- 
metic that Hitler has taught the Jews 
in the Third Reich has been misery of 
subtraction. From all of them he has 
taken something: privileges, property, 
home, life. Simplest subtraction has been 
the decrease of the Reich’s Jewish popu- 
lation by emigration, deportation and 
death. Currently: In Germany—5 00,000

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185,000 Jews minus 25,000 equals 160,- 
000. Within the last ten days two sar- 
dine-packed trains left Vienna, as the 
nazis applied themselves again to this 
problem.

Elsewhere sealed trains cross the border 
with more Jews for the starved concen- 
tration camps of unoccupied France.

“Seattle, Wash., March 5.—The first 
blackout test in a major American city 
will halt night life in this community of 
nearly 400,000 for fifteen minutes Fri- 
day. Defense committee leaders, who have 
spent weeks in perfecting plans, predicted 
confidently that hardly a light would be 
visible when the army and navy planes 
soar over the approximately 105 square 
miles of the city’s limits. Frank R. Cad- 
man, blackout chairman, has assembled 
more than 4,000 air raid wardens for 
duty, in addition to 3,500 civilians who 
will assist police and fire departments. 
The warning whistle will be sounded by 
factory whistles and sirens over every 
broadcasting station in the city, ten min- 
utes before blackout time. Wardens will 
order motorists to the curb and house 
owners will pull down their shades or 
turn out their lights.” This news item 
sounds insignificant. Has more the idea of 
a pleasant lark. Its significance, however, 
is all too real. I fear that blackouts will 
be the order of the day sooner than we 


think.

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Question: Please explain to me Matt. 
27:32. It has been stated that this man 
who was forced to carry the cross of Jesus 
was a Negro man. Is this true?—N. J. 

Answer: Since the name “Simon” is a 
contraction of the Hebrew “Simeon,” it 
must be concluded that “Simon the Cy- 
rene” was a Jew. The People’s Bible En- 
cyclopedia has this to say, “Simon of 
Cyrene was a Hellenistic Jew, born at 
Cyrene on the north coast of Africa, who 
was present at Jerusalem it the time of 
the crucifixion of Jesus, either as an at- 
tendant at the feast or 1s one of the 
numerous settlers at Jerusalem from that 
place.” Meeting the procession that con- 
ducted Jesus to Golgotha as he was re- 
turning from the country, he was pressed 
into service to bear the cross when Jesus 
Himself was unable to bear it longer. 

Mark describes him as the father of 
Alexander and Rufus, perhaps because he 
was the Rufus known to the Roman 
Christians, Rom. 16:13, for whom he 
more specifically wrote. 

Question: Please explain Rev. 16:12. 
Who are the kings of the east and what 
is meant by the waters of the great Eu- 
phrates being dried up to make a way 
for the kings of the east?—W. S. 

Answer: This verse is self-explanatory. 
Its fulfillment is yet in the future though 
similar happenings have been fulfilled in 
the past. During the invasion of Babylon, 
while Belshazzar was drinking with a 
thousand of his lords, we are told that 
Darius, the king of Media, diverted the 
channel of the Euphrates river and went 
through the river bed under the walls of 
the city to capture it. A similar thing 
might happen in fulfillment of this 
prophecy. The kings of the east then were 
those of Persia and Media. Any kings to 
the east of Babylon might be termed as 
kings of the east. The river Euphrates 
being dried up would make an ideal pas- 
sage way through the mountains for 
troops of the east coming over to invade 
Palestine or Syria. 

Ouestion: Please explain Matt. 18:18. 
—Mrs. A, I. 

Answer: Matt. 18:15-19 gives the dis- 
cipline of the future Church, that is, the 
Church which Christ had already proph- 
esied He would establish. Verse 18 can- 
not be misunderstood by itself. It does 
set forth that after the other verses have 
been complied with that God Himself 
recognizes certain rights of excommuni- 
cation by the Church. It is clearly set 
forth that when the Church acts in ac- 
cordance with God’s Word, that the same

abound”? A world which lieth in wicked- 
ness (John 5:19), of which Satan is the 
god (John 3:18, 19), need not expect 
recovery. Jesus gave Himself for us that 
He might redeem us from “this present 
evil world” (Gal. 1:4). “Wherefore come 
out from among them and be ye separate, 
saith the Lord, and touch not the unclean 
thing, and I will receive you.” 2 Cor. 

6:17. 

This verse, as well as the entire book of 
God, contains plenteous grace and hope 
for every believing soul, but not a ray 
of promise that the world will become 
better, or that the brotherhood of man 
shall ever be realized until Christ, the 
Prince of Peace, shall return to earth 
again. 

The Church shall not be deluded into 
expecting a new social order in which all 
wrongs will be righted and in which jus- 
tice and equity will be the order of the 
day, without His coming. This fancy 
dream of the philosophe~, beautiful as it 
is, Cannot come true. It is not in the 
power of man to subdue the fiendish 
power that enslaves the race and fills the 
earth with sin, and its attendant evils. 

In these perilous days the Church keeps 
up her courage because of her faith in 
the coming of her Lord. Let scoffers mock 
and content themselves with vague dreams 
of man-made deliverance; we still dare 
to wait, “Looking for that blessed hope 
and the glorious appearing of the great 
God and our Savious Jesus Christ.”

Dies said his committee had found new 
German organizations in this country 
and one in Chicago files seized showed 
“10,000 members each with a number.”
